To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Joint  Committee  for  the 
United  Districts  of  South-West  Cheshire. 

GENTLED, 'lEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Condition  of  the  Rural  Districts  of  Chester  and  Tarvin  for  the  year 
ending  Slst  December,  1940. 

Much  of  the  routine  work  of  the  Departments  v;as  interrupted 
by  problems  of  Civil  Defence  and  Evacuation. 

Generally  the  state  of  the  Public  Health  revievired  from  the 
vital  statistics  for  the  first  full  year  of  the  war  was  good. 

Infectious  Diseases  are  on  the  whole  much  reduced. 

The  Casualty  Services  of  the  A.R.P.  organisation  have  been 
maintained  in  a  state  of  strength  and  efficiency.  A  number  of 
exercises  and  parades  have  been  successfully  held  and  have  demon 
strated  satisfactorily  the  soundness  of  the  organisation.  Much 
credit  is  due  to  the  volimteers,  including  Council  officials,  vjho 
have  devoted  many  hours  of  their  spare  time  on  duty  at  posts  and 
depots  and  control  centres. 

The  efficiency  of  these  services  has  proved  itself  in  a 
practical  v\?ay  at  actual  incidents  to  which  they  have  been  summoned. 

As  regards  Evacuation  much  of  the  detailed  arrangements  in 
this  connection  v^ere  completed  in  1939.  At  the  beginning  of  1940 
many  of  the  evacuees  had  returned  to  their  homes  j  and  as  there  v;as 
no  mass  evacuation  into  the  area  during  the  year,  there  was  less 
activity  in  this  direction  than  was  expected. 

I  viTish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation 
which  I  have  received  from  the  members  and  officials  of  the  Chester 
and  Tarvin  Rural  District  Councils  during  the  year.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA 


The  scheme  for  the  voluntary  immunisation  of  all  children 
resident  in  the  Chester  and  Tarvin  Rural  Districts  betv\feen  the  ages 
of  1  and  15  years  has  continued  to  operate  during  the  year. 

The  scheme  has  received  the  wholehearted  co-operation  of  private 
doctors  and  has  been  appreciated  by  the  majority  of  parents.

These  figures  are  encouraging,  but  are  capable  of  further 
enlargement . 

It  is  necessary  again  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  a 
small  percentage  of  cases  the  immunisation  is  apparently  ineffective 
in  so  far  as  a  small  percentage  of  children  subsequently  suffer  from 
Diphtheria,  though  usually  in  a  modified  and  milder  form. 

The  serum  recommended  for  use  is  A.  P,  T,  (Alum  Preclpated 
Toxoid)  in  2  injections,  with  a  minimum  of  2  weeks  between  each 
injection.

( a )  Laboratory  facilities , 

The  services  of  the  Pathological  Department,  Chester  Royal 
Infirmary,  are  utilised,  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations. 

( ^ )  Ambulance _  facilities . 

Infectious  diseases  are  removed  to  Clatterbridge  Isolation 
Hospital  under  the  control  of  the  Wirral  Joint  Hospital  Board,  by  the 
Hospital  Ambulances. 

Accident  and  sick  cases  are  dealt  v;ith  by  the  Chester  City 
Ambulances , 


Other  cases  of  sickness  are  removed  to  the  County  General 
Hospital,  Clatterbridge,  by  ambulances  attached  to  the  Hospital, 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Home  Nursing  in  the  Rural  District  is  undertaken  at  present  in 
all  cases  by  arrangement  vjith  the  Chester  Nursing  Association. 
Negotiations  are  complete  and  have  secured  a  comprehensive  scheme  of 
home  nursing  throughout  the  District.

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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CONDITIONS _OF  THE  AREA . 

Watei* .  The  v/hole  of  the  District  comprising  50  parishes  has  nov/ 
a  piped  supply  available  with  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of 
Claverton  which  is  without  any  dwellings^  and  the  Brown  Heath  portion 
of  the  Parish  of  Christleton,  but  here  plenty  of  water  of  a  satis¬ 
factory  standard  is  available  from  wells.  It  is,  however,  hoped 
that  on  cessation  of  hostilities  a  piped  supply  will  be  made  available. 

The  undertakers  supplying  the  District  are  the  West  Cheshire 
Water  Board,  The  Chester  Waterworks  Company,  in  addition  to  your  own 
borehole  at  Plemscall, 

Throughout  the  year  the  supply  has  been  satisfactorily  main¬ 
tained  and  periodic  samples  that  have  been  taken  for  Chemical  Analysis 
show  the  various  supplies  to  be  of  a  satisfactory  quality. 

The  hardness  of  the  water  from  the  Council’s  borehole  at 
Plemstall  is  showing  itself  in  a  more  aggravated  manner  and  expense 
has  been  caused  to  Council’s  and  private  properties  due  to  the 
abnormal  furring  up  of  pipes  in  the  hot  water  systems.  It  is 
regretted  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  cannot  see  their  way  to  allow 
the  scheme  for  softening  the  water  at  its  source  of  production  to 
proceed. 

The  number  of  connections  made  to  the  Council’s  mains  during  the 
year  is  27. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage . 

Littleton.  The  sev/erage  scheme  for  this  parish  is  now  completed 
and  "che  Tarvin  Road  Section  and  Pumping  House  are  in  use. 

Gr e at  B o ught on .  With  the  consequent  absorption  of  man-power  into 

The  Armed  Forces  and  work  of  National  Importance,  the  question  of  the 
sev/erage  scheme  for  this  area  of  Gt,  Boughton  has  been  aggravated  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  Contractors  are  unable  to  attend  to  the  emptying 
of  the  Cesspools  and  pail  closets  with  the  regularity  they  demand, 
but  attempts  are  afoot  to  secure  another  Contractor  for  the  work. 
Giving  to  the  importance  of  this  service  and  the  consequent  danger  to 
public  health  it  is  to  be  deplored  that  the  sewerage  scheme  for  this 
area  cannot  be  proceeded  with. 

It^is  hoped  that  when  hostilities  cease,  schemes  of  this  nature 
now  waiting  to  be  executed  in  other  Parishes  will  bo  allowed  to 
proceed  vjithout  undue  delay  and  form  one  of  the  means  for  the 
absorption  of  man-pov\/or  released  from  the  Forces  and  elsewhere,  and 
thus  help  in  some  small  way  to  relieve  labour  congestion  and  prevent 
a  recurrence  of  1914-1918  first  war  labour  problems. 

Rivers  and  Streams .  Steps  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  pollution 
of  certain  3 tre’ams  in  the  district. 

Public  Cleansing.  This  service  is  increasing  in  so  far  as  Parishes 
served  ^rd  concerned,  household  refuse  being  removed  once  each  v;oek. 
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fortnight  or  month  as  set

The  refuse  is  deposited  on  tips  at  Upton,  Great  Boughton  and 
Christleton,  all  of  which  are  controlled. 

In  addition  to  the  Council's  7  cu.  yard  capacity  lorry,  a  further 
lorry  (and  labour)  has  been  hired  to  scavenge  all  the  Parishes  cleansed 
by  direct  labour. 

Shops .  There  are  no  shops  in  your  district  v;hich  employ  labour,  and 
it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Shops  Act  1934, 
relating  to  ventilation,  temperature  or  the  provision  of  Sanitary 
Conveniences , 

Smoke  Abatement.  No  observations  have  been  made  during  the  past  12 
months , 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools .  There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned 
swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public  situate  in  your  District. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs .  It  has  not  been  necessary  for  action  to  be 
taken  to  rid  any  premises  of  bed  bugs  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

Evacuation.  On  the  31st  December  1940,  there  were  in  your  District 

116  Unaccompanied  Children. 

24  Mothers , 

37  Accompanied  Children. 

12  Teachers  and  Helpers . 

36  Aged  Adults,  Blind  Persons  and  Cripples. 

The  Sick  Bay  at  Dodleston  has  been  made  available  for  the  use  of 
Evacuee  Children  in  the  Hoole  Urban,  and  Tarvin  Road  District  areas, 
and  during  the  year  92  cases  were  admitted  and  treated. 

The  Sick  Bay  is  set  aside  for  Infectious  Skin  Diseases  such  as 
Scabies  and  Impetigo,  no  other  cases  being  admitted. 

Continued  satisfactory  service  is  given  by  the  Matron  and  Staff 
at  Dodleston  Home,  and  the  Matron  has  been  congratulated  on  tho 
economic  manner  in  which  the  Homo  has  boen  run. 

Schools .  The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  of  Schools  in  tho 
District  remain  satisfactory. 

Elton  Council  School  was  closed  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
for  ten  days  during  March  on  account  of  measles.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

(1)  WATER. 

There  is  a  piped  supply  to  the  parishes  of;-  Ashton,  Mouldsv/orth, 
Kelsall,  Tarvin,  Tilstone  Pearnall,  Tiverton,  Beeston,  Broxton, 
Burwardsley,  Parndon,  Churton,  Carden,  part  of  Clutton,  Coddington, 
Aldersey,  part  of  Waverton,  VJillington,  Bickley,  Hampton  and  Malpas. 
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The  laying  of  mains  throughout  the  built-up  portion  of  Tattenhall 
v/as  commoncod  in  July  1940,  but  owing  to  v/ar  conditions ,  at  tho  timo 
of  making  this  report  the  work  is  still  not  completed. 

By  agreement  with  the  Liverpool  Corporation  Water  Committee,  this 
supply  is  drawn  from  the  Vyrnwy  Aqueduct  at  an  adjacent  point  in  the 
neighbouring  parish  of  Beeston  through  which  the  aqueduct  passes. 

Several  samples  v;ere  taken  from  piped  supplies  and  from  v/ells 
for  both  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  examination.  The  piped  supplies 
were  uniformly  good  but  many  of  the  v/ells  showed  evidence  of  pollution. 

The  whole  of  the  district  not  already  so  provided  is  in  urgent 
need  of  an  adequate  and  v/holesome  v/ater  supply,  in  particular  the 
parishes  of  Eruen  Stapleford,  Caldecott,  Clotton  Hoofield,  Crewe-by- 
Parndon,  Duddon,  Foulk  Stapleford,  Golborn  David,  Handley,  Huxley, 
Newton-by-Tattenhall,  Shocklach  Church,  Shocklach  Oviatt,  Tilston,  part 
of  Waverton,  Cuddington,  Threapwood  and  Tushin^am. 

( 2 )  DRAINAGE  AMD  SgJ'/ERAGE . 

A  nev;  sewer  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  the  township  of 
Tattenhall  was  completed  during  the  year  1939.  The  full  benefit  of 
the  scheme  will  not,  however,  be  felt  until  the  piped  v/ater  supply  is 
available,  which  will  enable  all  premises  to  be  drained  to  the ^ sewer, 
and  closet  conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  to  be  carried 


out , 


Similar  schemes  v/ere  in  hand  for  the  parishes  of  Ashton, 
Mouldsworth,  Kelsall,  Tarvin,  Churton,  Parndon  and  Waverton,  but  the 
outbreak  of  hostilities  has  meant  the  postponement  of  these  highly 
desirable  improvements. 

2 •  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS . 

Instances  of  pollution  of  streams  or  watercourses  continue  to  be 
discovered  by,  or  brought  to  the  notice  of,  the  Health  Department. 
Improvement  is  being  effected  by  careful  attention  to  the  drainage 
arrangements  of  all  new  premises  erected  and  to  all  schemes  of  re¬ 
drainage  or  reconditioning. 

A  number  of  individual  cases  of  pollution  by  drainage  were^ dealt 
with  during  the  year  but  the  problem  can  only  be  dealt  with  satis¬ 
factorily,  in  the  more  populated  parts  of  the  district,  by  the 
installation  of  public  sewers  and  sewerage  v/orks . 

(1)  CLOSET  ACCOmODATION.

( 2 )  PUBLIC  CLBilNSING . 

The  Council  decided  to  reorganise  the  Refuse  Collection  and 
Disposal  Services,  and  as  from  1st  August,  1940,  the  existing 
arrangements  v/ith  contractors  were  terminated  and  the  work  carried 
out  by  direct  labour  with  a  specially  purchased  Bedford  2  ton  motor 
vehicle  and  team  of  workmen. 
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This  important  improvement  v/as  placed  under  the  charge  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  change  has  resulted  in  a  more 
efficient  service  due  to  the  direct  control  now  possible  by  the 
Council  through  the  Public  Health  Department,  although  ovifing  to 
circumstances  referred  to  belovj  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to 
extend  the  services,  as  was  intended. 

COLLECTION  OF  SALVAGE. 

Upon  the  introduction  of  the  Salvage  Campaign,  the  Council  were 
required  by  the  Government  to  make  adequate  and  efficient  arrangements 
for  the  regular  collection  of  salvage  materials  throughout  the  district. 

The  decision  of  the  Council,  referred  to  above,  to  introduce  a 
direct  labour  system  of  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  was  hajopily 
taken  at  an  opportune  moment  and  it  was  found  possible  to  operate 
regular  fortnightly  collections  of  salvage  materials  in  44  parishes 
with  the  Council’s  vehicle,  the  remaining  25  parishes,  in  the  Malpas 
area,  being  covered  by  a  contractor. 

The  joint  schemes  have  operated  smoothly  and  efficiently  and  the 
income  realised  from  sales  of  salvaged  materials  is  being  found  to 
balance  the  extra  expenditure  involved.

Tattenhall,  Clutton,  Hargrave,  Huxley,  Duddon,  Tils ton  and 
Shocklach  are  still  without  a  proper  water  supply. 

Privies  have  been  converted  to  pails  at  Edge  and  Farndon. 

Satisfactory  wash-bov;ls  have  been  installed  in  most  schools. 

The  surfacing  of  yards  has  been  undertaken  at  several  schools. 

Towards  Autumn  attention  was  directed  to  the  County  Council 
School  at  Kelsall  ov/ing  to  the  occurrence  of  Diphtheria  am.ongst  the 
schoolchildren.  A  number  of  sv^abs  were  taken  at  the  school  and  a 
number  of  carriers  were  discovered.  Suitable  protective  measures 
v/ere  taken,  the  school  was  disinfected  and  closed  for  a  period,  and 
the  carriers  were  isolated.  These  measures  had  the  desired  result 
and  the  outbreak  was  checked.

The  proportion  of  farms  reaching  the  standard  required  for 
placing  on  the  roll  as  Accredited  Producers,  407  out  of  528,-4--  8 
producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  is  very  satisfactory. 

A  large  number  of  those  remaining,  however,  fall  a  long  v;ay  short 
of  modern  standards,  and  the  inducement  of  the  Accredited  Milk  scheme 
having  apparently  failed,  the  more  drastic  steps  of  action  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Orders  will  have  to  be  taken  to  effect  the  necessary 
improvements  in  premises,  drainage,  water  supply,  etc. 


Meat  and  Food  Inspection . 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  under  review  there  were  23  Slaughter 
houses  and  1  Knacker's  yard  in  the  district,  all  subject  to  Annual 
Licence . 

The  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  which  came  into 
force  on  1st  October,  1939,  gave  added  pov/ers  for  dealing  with 
unsatisfactory  premises. 

The  Coimcil,  at  a  meeting  held  in  January  1940,  decided  not  to 
renev;  2  slaughterhouse  licences,  and  to  defer  the  application  for 
renewal  of  the  knacker's  yard  licence  until  satisfactory  repairs  and 
improvements  had  been  carried  out. 

As  a  result  of  this  action  these  knacker's  premises,  vdiich  had 
been  a  continual  source  of  serious  complaint,  have  been  reconstructed 
and  modernised,  enabling  this  offensive  trade  to  be  carried  on  in  a 
very  much  improved  manner. 


Centrall sed  SI aughtering . 

Early  in  the  year  Meat  Rationing  was  introduced  and,  as  part  of 
the  Government  Scheme,  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  was  prohibited  except  under  certain  circumstances,  at  premises 
other  than  slaughterhouses  taken  over  as  central  abattoirs  by  the 
Ministry  of  Pood. 

A  central  slaughterhouse  was  allocated  to  this  district;  the 
premises  selected  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood  were  considered  inadequate 
and  unsuitable  by  the  Council,  and  lengthy  negotiations  and 
representations  finally  resulted  in  the  slaughtering  being  transferred 
to  promises  better  situated  and  more  suitable  for  the  purpose. 

Prom  the  point  of  view  of  efficient  meat  inspection  tho  centralisa¬ 
tion  of  slaughtering  enables  the  Council's  Moat  Inspectors  to  carry 
out  100^  inspection  without  difficulty,  whereas  formerly  v;ith  the 
large  number  of  private  slaughterhouses  v/hich  existed,  scattered 
throughout  the  district,  the  task  was  impossible.  Prom  the  public 
health  standpoint,  therefore,  the  continuance  of  centralised 
slaughtering  after  the  present  emergency,  is  much  to  be  desired.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  49  persons  v/ere  licenced  to  act  as 
Slaughtermen,  annual  licences  being  granted  to  expire  31st  December, 
1940.

OBSERVATIONS 

The  results  of  analysis  of  all  samples  other  than  milk  are  highly 
satisfactory,  but  the  very  high  percentage  of  non-standard  milk 
samples  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

Such  a  high  percentage  of  watered  milks  is  very  serious.  At 
any  time  a  pure  milk  supply  is  essential  but  in  v/ar  time,  when  the 
supply  of  essential  foods  is  limited,  it  is  more  than  ever  imperative 
that  the  Public  receive  pure  and  unadulterated  milk.
